1* HHHHHHjH a Soviet soldier in Hungary stated that soldiers for service out— 
side the USSR were selected by local or district recruiting offices* He said that 
\ all persons were excluded from this service who had been prisoner s-o£~ war, had 

worked as foreign workers in Gegrosny, had lived in Gennan-accupied territories 
during the war, had relatives outside the borders of the USSR, or were under sur- 
veillance by the Ministry fcdE* State Security* He said that those selected for ser- 
vice abroad were attached to special instruction battalions by the recruiting cen- 
ters* They attended three-month courses of instruction, during which 15 to 20 per- 
cent of the participants were excluded* 

2* According td the same soldier* three classes* namely the 1929 c, 1930* and the 1931* 
were sewing with the forces in May 1952* Soldiers of the 192S class who were re- 
tained beyond their normal years of service as well as men of the 1932 class who 
had been drafted in advance, were also on active duty**
